Influenced 
by many external and internal condi- 
tions, the pace also varies in the same 
person from time to time. A few ob- 
servations will be submitted to the 
notice of the readers as to the growth 
of finger nails in men at different ng-es. 
At 21 years the nail was replaced in 
326 days, at 31 years in 150 days, at 32 
ysars in 83 days, at 55 years in 110 days, 
at 67 years JE 144 days. It is curious

savag« little breast. .Indeed, all the 
pygmies stood with -wide-open mouths 
listening to the- strange sounds. One 
o£ them was carrying a tiny wooden 


j whistle, and I asked the chief to tell 


him to blow it. This he did, making a 
most piercing sound. When I asked 
its use he laughed, and then proceeded 
to tell me that it was used for one 
pygtay to call to another, and it ap- 
pears thnt at great distances they can 
make themselves understood according 
to the note and the number of notes 
played.—A. 15.

INFLUENZA FROM OZONE. 


Pare Alt from Lalce Michtftiux Gave 


•n InvcfttiKator itn Extreme- 


ly Hard Cold. 


On one occasion the present writer 


walked to the edge of Lake Michigan 
when a strong wind was blowing right 
from the lake. The bodily condition 
\vns tis near perfect as could be, says 
Popular Science, and yet in less than 
five minutes there was every evidence 
of having caught an extremely hard 
cold, The severe influenza continued 
until, ou walking away, in less thin 
500 feet, it disappeared as if by magic. 
It is very certain that the tempcra- 
tujo had nothing to do with this, aor 
the.wind, but the influenza -nras direct- 
ly due to the abundant ozone in the 
air. By inquiry it was learned that 
hundreds of residents who had Ihed 
upon the immediate edge of the lake 
had been obliged to move bade three 
or four miles in. order to relieve them- 
selves from such experiences. Physi- 
cians readily admit th;~.t it is not al- 
ways possible to 
say 
why 
one 


"catches" cold; it certainly cannot al- 
ways be because of undue exposure 
or change in temperature, but prob- 
ably also to changes in tbe electric 
condition of the air. 
Facts of this 


kind should lead to the extremest cau- 
tion in studying any supposed rela- 
tion between the weather and health.

Volcano in New Zealand Winch Is

IgftcBLtU •<!•• 


aaii Beautiful Iifi 


the Wbule CttHHtrr !• the 


gk«rl TIM*of Bl* llouri, 


The white terrau»& of llotomahana 


rose up in a eeriei of 20 platforms iu 
the form of a gigantic stairway. Each 
te*raoe was. perfectly horizontal and of 
dazzling wbitenw*. 'Ihe lop step nai 
vertical!} 80 feet above the bas,ean<Jsat 
300feet back. l"^ome^e^,} platfora> bub- 
bles copious clouds of steam. A str«u:» 
of boiling water continually flowed 
from the geysers, and as it fei!sio\\ly 
from tier to tier the silicates with 
which the water was heavily charged 
became deposited, on lib exposure to the 
air, and wonderful lace-work designs of 
infinite variety and of dazzling white- 
ness and purity were foraied. Not far 
from the white terrace was another 
termed the "t'inU Terrace," where, ow- 
ing to some coloring1 iubbtanee in the 
silicious waters falling from the gey- 
sers, the deposits were of a delicate 
pine hue, from which was derived the 
name "Pink Terrace-" 


Unfortunately New Zealand no long- 


er possesses this unique spectacle, for 
the terraces are no more. The various 
agencies of nature nalcb originally 
built up such curious forius terved in 
turn to destroy them. Mr. Falconer 
gives a graphic description of tie event. 
He was residing- at that time about 40 
miles distant from Tarawera. In 18S6, 
on June 30, the night was clear anfi 
calm 
Heavy rumbling1 sounds like 


rolls of distant thunder filled the air, 
but there was no very great alarm. 
The next day dawned dull and gloomy. 
About 7:30 o'clock the morning- grew 
darker and light gray ash, Very fine, 
began to fall. He says that, although 
they surmised an eruption was takingf 
place in the Hot Lake district, there 
were no. definite tidings to that effect, 
so that he could only wait to see what 
would happen. By the ajd of a lantern 
he succeeded in groping his yvay to the 
telegraph office, and there b.e learned 
that a serious disturbance was talcing 
place at Taravrera and Botomaliana. 
About 11 o'clock the darkness lifted. 
All roand the ground was covered with 
a thin, filmy pall of fine ash to the depth 
of half an inch, and It wa* afterward 
found" that the intense darkness was 
caused by a thick cloud of dust blown 
out by the volcano to a height so tre- 
mendous that it passed above Tanranga 
and' dispersed over the country »ome 
miles way.

The manifestation was accompanied 


by intense cold, the thermometer regis- 
tering five degrees of frost. This is ex- 
plained by the fact that the columns 
of steam as they came hissing- out of the 
craters expanded as they ascended and 
absorbed their own heat, which became 
Ja.eut,~so that the hoat -was abstracted 
from everything near. A day or two 
iater the government geologist arrived 
at Tauranga, and preparations to in- 
spect the seat of the disaster were 
pushed rapidly forward. On the fourth 
day after the eruption, the party ar- 
rived at 'Wairoa, the Maori village. 
There was scarcely a vestige of the set- 
tlement to be seen, the whole village 
had been crushed beneath volcanic lava, 
and the charred and battered remains 
of the little village church and other 
buildings protruded above the surface 
of the deposit, which at first, measured 
four feet, in thickness, but afterward 
settled down to half that depth. One 
young Englishman -was killed, as weS 
as the -Maoris who lived in the district 
and exacted tolls from visitors to the 
Hot lakes. The scene was the wildest 
imaginable, Tbs nir rushed over the 


• land" with cyclonic fury, 
uprooting, 


tearing- and breaking- trees that had 
survived the hail of rocks, leaving here 
anc! '.here n-g-narled and jagrjed trunk, 
denuded of branches and stripped of 
its bark. 


The next day the party set of? for 


Jtotomahana, As they approached the 
hot. lakes huge cracks, extending hun- 
dreds of yards in length and about ft 
foot in width, were seen in all direc- 
tions. The scene was one of the strange 
grandeur of absolute desolation. The 
upheaval of nature had blown the won- 
derful terraces to atoms; steam was 
rising in dense clouds from one end of 
the area to the other, a distance of 
about nine miles. 
Hotomahana lake 


was a yawning caldron from which rose 
a majestic column of steam. 
The 


ground was completely 
slHppeu of 


veg-etation ard covered with lava from 
the mountain. The lava was reduced 
to tlie consistency of flour, so that the 
explorers sank in it nearly to their 
knees. Thus in the space of time was 
North island suddenly shorn of 
its 


most peculiar natural features. Tti six ; 
hours the :whole aspect of the csnntry 
was changed, and what was one of the 
most beautiful spots in the world was 
transformed into a barren cosintry car- 
peted in lava and covered with deoris. 
The geysers, however, still abound its 
profusion, and it is possible in time 
other terraces may be formed.—Wind- 
sor Magazine.

Hnllt and Lived In When an 


Army Officer. 


At Fort Gibsbn, Indian territory, one- 


of Uncle Sam's deserted army posts, 
stands a two-story house, part frame 
and part log-, that was'for a time the 
most pretentious residence in the ra- 
dius of 500 miles, but now stands de- 
serted' by all sa^e bats and owls and 
no%v and then a stray.hoot owl, -whose* 
dismal and lonesome crj ouly brings 
ba-ck long forgotten memories of wliat 
tliis house has- been, bays an exchange. 


The house «ns built in ISIS bv Jef?er- 


son Davis, eN-president of the southern 
confederacy, who at that time was as. 
officer in the United States army. It 
was here that Davis was in the zenith of 
his glory as a defender of tbe United 
Stales flag, IT, was here that Da>i», 
then a lieutenant, fell in love -vviih,,: 
wooed aaid won his wife, the daughter 
of Gen. Taylor. 


The post was a wild and woolly spot 


in those days. It was the only trading- 
point'for miles around, and was infest'- 
ed with gamblers, desperadoes^ Indian 
traders, fugitives from justice in the 
states, with now anil then a gang of 
cowboys, who would come in to the 
post tu get "red eye"' and incidentally 
sh oot up the town and- anything and any- 
bodj" who objected to them shooting up 
the town. 
Here ia the shadow almost- 


of the post have arisen and thrived such- 
desperadoes as the James gang, tlie 
Daltons, the Starrs, Cherokee Bill, etc., 
who terrorized the country for so long, 
until civilization and the farmer* 
cleaned them out. 


This old house has seen many stir- 


ring times: it has sheltered many fair- 
women and brave men, and' if it had a 
tongue it could doubtless tell many 
state secrets, as well as many interest- 
ing- stories of the eariy days of the In- 
dian territory. The post was destroyed 
in ]S92, and now only a few building* 
stand where there was once a'thriving- 
post of several thousand souls, and 
where the deer and turkey used-to roam. 
In the broad prairie, almost in pistol t 
shot of this house, are neat, and cozy 
farmhouses, surrounded with-peace and 
plenty.
